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Principal's  Message 


I  would  like  to  begin  by  thanking  the 
editors  of  the  Yearbook  for  giving  me  this 
opportunity  to  address  a  few  words  to  the 
readers  of  this  fine  publication. 
Sometimes  I  feel  guilty  that  tradition 
provides  the  principal  with  this  space 
which  might  be  put  to  better  use. 
However,  I  have  been  ensured  that  this  is 
a  tradition  the  editors  want  maintained. 

In  a  school  like  ours  tradition  plays  an 
important  role  in  defining  our  character. 

This  has  been  a  significant  year  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  It  is  our  115th  year 
of  operation,  making  us  one  of  the  oldest 
independent  schools  in  Canada.  During 
the  year  we  have  undergone  successfully  an  evaluation  by  the  Canadian  Education 
Standards  Institute.  The  visiting  team  from  that  accrediting  group  found  us  to  be  a 
thriving,  caring  and  growing  school.  We  knew  that  before  they  came;  it  was  nice  to 
have  it  verified. 

For  the  first  time  in  our  history  we  had  enrolled  in  the  school  200  students.  When  I 
arrived  ten  years  ago,  the  enrolment  was  near  the  100  mark.  This  growth  has 
convinced  us  that  we  must  add  to  our  facilities,  and  a  building  and  fund  raising 
campaign  has  commenced  which  we  hope  will  see  us  with  a  new  gymnasium,  a  new 
resource  centre,  a  second  playing  field  with  track,  three  new  classrooms  and 
considerable  improvements  to  existing  areas  by  1 991 . 

On  a  personal  level  this  my  tenth  year  as  principal  has  been  a  most  happy  one.  I 
have  sensed  throughout  this  year  a  positive  spirit  in  the  school.  I  realize  that  each  of 
us  looks  at  school  life  differently  and  even  differently  on  different  days.  Therefore 
not  everyone  will  see  the  school  the  same  way.  But  I  will  hold  memories  of  1988/89 
filled  with  happy  faces,  numerous  triumphs  and  a  sense  of  solid  accomplishment.  I 
hope  that  all  the  readers  of  the  Yearbook  will  experience  similar  feelings  when  they 
look  through  its  pages  in  the  years  to  come. 
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Dean's  Message 

Last  year  I  wrote  my  message  in  the 
first  term  when  I  was  new  and  had  many 
surprises  ahead  of  me.  This  year,  as  I 
write,  there  is  less  than  a  month  left  to 
the  summer  term  and  I  have  much  to 
reflect  upon.  One  of  the  aspects  of  life 
that  we  cherish  at  Trafalgar  Castle  is  the 
"Family  Atmosphere"  present  in  the 
school.  Some  of  you  who  doubt  its 
presence  forget  perhaps  that  even  living 
at  home  is  not  without  its  day  to  day 
problems,  sibling  squabbles,  and 
disagreements  with  mom  and  dad.  All 
that  is  typical  here  too,  of  course:  run- 
ins  with  teachers,  upsets  with  class- 
mates or  room-mates,  and  confrontations  with  the  Dean  at  the  front  door  past 
curfew!  So  in  these  ways  we  are  a  family  -  but  if  that  is  all  there  is  to  our  family  life 
there  isn't  much  to  recommend  it  is  there?  I  think  we  are  a  family  for  much  better 
reasons.  I  think  of  girls  who  came  through  the  tower  door  in  September  for  the  first 
time;  I  think  of  girls  who,  as  they  have  grown,  have  lived  on  many  halls  and  who  have 
spent  more  months  here  at  Trafalgar  than  they  have  at  home.  I  think  of  Mrs.  Davis 
who  has  been  an  integral  part  of  Trafalgar  life  for  twenty  years,  and  I  think  of  Ms. 
Dyson  who,  after  only  one  year,  is  leaving  us  to  start  a  family  of  her  own.  It  is 
interesting  to  watch  how  so  many  people  from  so  many  backgrounds  come  together 
in  the  fall  term  as  strangers  mostly  leave  in  June  as  friends.  How  does  it  happen? 
You  make  it  happen  because  you,  as  students,  give  so  generously  of  yourselves.  You 
bicker  among  your  friends  but  you  are  there  for  them  when  they  need  you,  you  share 
the  common  and  traditional  experiences  of  school  life;  you  prosper  by  your 
eagerness  to  learn  in  the  classroom,  on  the  playing  field  and  on  the  halls.  We  sit 
down  to  eat  together,  we  rejoice  together,  we  share  in  each  others  sorrows.  I  think 
that  is  what  makes  us  family.  And  we  are  the  richer  for  it.  Like  a  mother,  I  am  sad  to 
see  you  seniors  graduate  and  leave  "Home"  for  good,  to  begin  new  lives  as  young 
adults.  But  like  a  mother,  I  know  I  can  not  hold  you  back;  indeed,  I  am  proud  to  see 
you  capable,  so  enthusiastic,  so  determined  to  put  your  personal  stamp  on  the 
world.  To  those  returning,  I  look  forward  to  another  year  with  you.  To  the  graduates, 
do  well  and  keep  in  touch.  Finally  I  entreat  you  thus  -  try  not  to  hurt  anybody  in  your 
lives;  I  hope  that  you  fall  in  love  and  "Don't  worry.  Be  happy!"

Along  the  lines  of  Drama  I  had  a  great  four  months  helping  to  direct  the  school  musical  -  "Guys  and 
Dolls".  This  was  an  immense  success,  and  as  it  turned  out  "I  performed",  as  one  of  the  cast  members 
became  ill.  I  was  also  the  assistant  co-ordinator  for  the  Independent  Schools  Drama  Festival  which 
was  held  at  Trafalgar.  That  was  very  hard  work,  but  a  valuable  learning  experience. 

I  was  definitely  kept  fit  all  year  as  I  coached  the  swim  team,  helped  coach  the  midget  basketball 
team,  and  taught  some  tennis.  However,  before  I  could  assist  the  basketball  team,  I  had  to  learn  how 
to  play!

I  was  also  able  to  go  to  many  places 
that  I  would  otherwise  not  have  been  able  to  visit. 

During  the  holidays  I  had  the  opportunity  to  do  a  lot  of  travelling.  By  the  time  I  leave  here  I  will  have 
been  from  Montreal  to  Vancouver  and  down  parts  of  the  States.  One  of  the  highlights  of  my  travels 
was  accompanying  one  of  the  educational  experience  week  groups  when  they  went  to  Banff  for  a 
week  of  skiing.  I  was  amazed  by  the  beauty  and  splendor  of  the  Rockies.  They  are  incredible. 
However,  as  I  have  been  unable  to  visit  the  Maritimes  or  Northern  Canada  I  will  return  as  soon  as 
possible  with  the  excuse  of  visiting  these  areas. 

During  my  year  here  at  Trafalgar  I  have  made  many  great  friends  and  learnt  a  lot.  I  have  discovered 
my  true  self  and  changed  in  so  many  different  ways  that  my  family  will  not  recognize  me! 

I  would  like  to  thank  Trafalgar  and  my  friends  here,  (especially  Rushmi,  Kelly  and  Tudi)  for  giving  me 
this  valuable  opportunity  to  experience  Canadian  life.  It  has  been  a  year  that  I  will  always  cherish  and 
never  forget.  I'll  miss  you  all!
